ſelves have a Part. They will be 
only like other Hiſtorical Matters of 
Fad, ſomething to amuſe and enter- 
tain Us ; ſerving to pleaſe our Curio- 
ſity, but not to raiſe our Gratitude. 
And if We feel the Sentiments of 
Joy and Thankfulneſs, rifing in our 
Breaſts, from ſuch Principles and Mo- 
tives, as no True Chriſtzan, Proteſtant, 
or Briton, ought to entertain : Our 
Joy then becomes the ſame with the 
Joy of our Worſt Euemies; and the 
Expreſſions of it no better than the 
Tokens, either of our Blindneſs, or of 
our Corruption. 

In this Nation particularly, it is 
certain that, in all Affairs which con- 
cern our Conſtitution, either in Church 
or State, nothing can be more abſurd 
than fq; the Friends of both, and the 

| FEinemnes 
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Euemies of both, to have the ſame 
Movements and Paſſions, upon the 
ſame Occaſions. It is impoſſible for a 
Proteſtant, if He knows what that 
Word means, to raiſe his Joy upon 


the ſame Foundation with a Papi 


It is impoſſible for a Lover of his 
ligion and his Country, to rejoyce 
with Thoſe who firmly believe it to 


be their Duty to rejoyce in nothing 


more, than in the Ruine of both. | 

As our Joy, therefore, could not: 
ny diſcover it ſelf upon this Day, 
if the Providence of God had done Great 
Things, not for Us, but for our Fore- 
fathers alone; and had permitted Them 
to ſtop the Bs from deſcending, 
or to convey down a Curſe inſtead of 
it: And, as Our Joy cannot, in the 
Nature of Things, be the Foy of our 
Enemies ; becauſe it muſt be raiſed 
upon ſomething of ov own Happineſs, 
which They have hitherto always 
made inconſiſtent with Their: Let

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Us now proceed upon this Founda- 
tion, and conſider, 


The Great Things God hath fo for 
Us. in that whole Scene of Providence, 
which this Day opened. 

This will pho fix our Minds, 
in a more particular Manner, upon 
the Bleſſinge, in which We are imme- 
diately concern'd. 


And rhis will unavoidably lead Us

But there was another, and a very 
different Turn given to this Affair, 
by tlie Indefatigable Workings, and 
Artifices, of our Enemies.

| | called, „) as well as of Manners, pre- 


fently took place : And the People 
came preſſing in I hrongs; befeeching 
to be accounted Slaves, rather than 

B Subjects; 
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Subjects; and begging, in Words, for 
Opportunities of Unlimited Submiſſion, 
as if they were begging for Acts of 
Grace and Favour. The View in 


Thoſe, who then had the Direction of 


their Paſſions, was to keep that Spirit 


up to a pitch, till a 70 Heir was 
ſecure of the Throne. Nor could all 
the Knowledge of the Nature and 
Principles of Popery; nor the avowed 


Contradiction of it to the Religion 


and Liberties of their Country, en- 
gage the Hearts of many; or divert 
them from the Reſolution of truſting 


the whole Concerns of .a Proteſtant 
Nation, in the Hands of a Popiſb 


Prince: Who at length took poſſeſſion 


of the Throne, to which He was thus 
called. 

Nor had He enjoyed the Power 
long, before He obliged His Friends 
with frequent Trials of the Sincerity 
of their Profeſſions. For, as it ap- 
pears, He had ſo much better an

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Opinion of their Integrity, than his 
Predeceſſor had, that He really thought 
them in earneſt, and reſolved to 
hazard all, with a dependance upon 
the Honeſty of their ſolemn Promiſes 
of Unbounded Submiſſion.

But, in all humane Appearance, was 


much more likely to have proved fatal 
to the whole Nation. 


If We ſtop a little here, and con- 
fider this Unhappy Prince, poſſeſs d.

in Him, and flatter'd with a Power 
above all Laws; and armed, in all 
Humane Appearance, with a ſufficient 
Force to put his Reſolutions in Execu- 


tion; We may ask any Proteſtant in

And the Way was laid for this, in a 
Method, if you conſider it in it ſelf, 
the mio ealy and natural ; as Provi- 
dence always loves to work by humane 
Means; if you confider 1t in- that 
great variety and viciſfitude of Cir- 
cumſtances attending i it, the moſt in- 
ſtrutive and uſeful to a Nation: And, 
if you confider it with regard to the 
many Probabilities that ſeem d to 
weigh againſt the Succeſs of it, little 
leſs than miraculous. When it was 
fix d by Providence to bring about the 
Reſtoration of the Royal Family, and the 
Legal 
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Leval Conſtitution of this Kin "dam ; Al 
to continue it a Bleſſing ng to 8 


tions to come; it was far y, in 

order to this, to make ſuch * 4 Diſpo- 
fition of Affairs, as might be fable 
and adapted, to the Accompliſhment 
of it. But firſt, the Nation was to feel 
many, and various Trials; many 
Vici a0 of Hope, and Fear; many 
Conflicts between the Attetupts of 
Popery, and Slavery, on the one hand, 
and the Strugglings of True Religion; 
and Liberty, on the other; before fo 
great a Work could be concluded. 
And then, at length, the Embaraſs- 
ments of "Humane Madneſs were to 
be diſentangled; and all the Plots and 
Efforts of W and Power, united 
in order to intail a Curſe upon all 
Poſterity, where God defign'd a Ble- 
mY were to be difpated, and ſeat; 

ter d into Air. 

With a View to this, a Prince was 
born ſome Years before the Reſtoration, 
that 
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that He might be ripe, both in Age, 
and Abjlities, for the performing the 
great Deſign, . juſt when thoſe At- 
tempts ſhoyld. be ripening into Execu- 
tion: And was afterwards, by a kind 
Diſpoſition of Providence, to make 
the Vay the eaſier, married into the 
ſame Royal Family, from which He 
deſcended. - And accordingly, when 
the Scene of Ruine was opened fo 
plainly that no Eye was then too blind 
to ſee it, He appear'd. in all the ma- 
turity of Wiſdom, and vigour of 
Action: a Prince, inur'd to Labours 
and Hardſhips from his Birth; pre- 
pared for the great Work, by his per- 
tonal Accompliſhments; directed to it 
by his Deſcent, and his Marriage; 
and qualified for it by his Intereſt and 
Authority without, as well as by an 
Uncommon Greatneſs of Soul wrthin. 
Such a peculiar Conjunction of every 
thing deſirable in the Perſon, to un- 
dertake a Work, hazardous enough, 

one 
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one would imagine, to deter the 
Greateſt Minds from thinking of it; 
and ſuch a Diſpoſition of the various 
Intereſts of the States and Ringdems of 
Europe, as both required and ſuppor- 
ted the Undertaking, muft appear 
very ſurprizing, in fo critical a mo- 
ment of Time: when, if we ſpeak 
within the compaſs of Humane Views, 
nothing but ſo unparallel d a Combina- 


tion of Circumſtances could have afforded , 


even the leaſt hopes of Succeſs. 


The Event of this was happy be- 


ond Expreſſion : And the Madneſs of 
— and Arbitrary Rule, was ſtop'd 
in the Vigour and Warmth of all its 
Power, and Hopes. But even yet, 


ſomething farther was wanting: And 
© that was, to fix the Succeſſion to the 


Crown in ſuch a Manner, as the Expe- 
vience of Feeling, and Common Senſe in 
Fudging, of neceſſity, directed the Na- 
tion to do.

Soul, not to be moved from his Peo- 
ple's Intereſt; and of a Firmneſs of 
Mind, uncapable of the Impreſſions, 
either of Fear, or of Inconſtancy.

Nor will I ever omit, when I am 
recounting the Inſtances of our Public 
Happineſs, to mention that Race of 
Princes to come: From Whom, what 
is it that We may not expect? When 
We not only think. of the Examples 
of Good Government they will. have- 
feen ; but confider them now under 


the Eye and Direction of a Princeſs, 


in whom the Perfection of Good Senſe, 


and the Perfection of Good Nature, 


are United; and out-done by nothing, 
unlefs by that Sacred Regard to True 
Religion, which will make her Story 
the Delight of Good Men in Ages to 
come. | | 

This is the Fabric of Happineſs, in 
which our Souls may take their Reſt. 


How 
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How much Jeſs than this, might We 
Our ſelves have been well contented 
to hope for? And, indeed, What 
more than this, could any Nation 
under Heaven well wiſh for? And 
yet, ------- Againſt this whole Scheme 
of Bleſſings; againſt their own, 
and their Neighbours 1 a- 
gainſt their own Laws, and Liberties; 
againſt the Eſtabliſhment of every 
thing valuable in this World; We 
have ſeen a Rebellion raiſed, by the 
Wicked Perverſneſs of Men, without 
the Pretenſe of a Provocation, beſides 
the ſingle Provocation of offering them 
Happineſs, in a Way, and by the 
Hands, which They were not pleas'd 
to like: and this, before their Paſſions 
had any thing offer d to them, to ſet 
them on fire. And We have ſeen an 
Admmuſtration reviled, and inſulted, 
by Thoſe, who themſelves had taſted 
nothing but Good from it. 


When 
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_ - When one reflects with Coolneſs 
upon what hath lately paſs d amongſt 
us, it ſeems: as if the Fullneſs of 
Happineſs had it ſelf ſet on fire the 
reſtleſs Malice of T hoſe, who were re- 
folved not to acknowledge or enjoy the 
Bleſſing offered them; and that the 
Rage of Enmity hath been forced to 
be raiſed the higher, and the louder, 
by all the Management of Artifice, 
becauſe there was ſo little to complain 
of. by 
But this is the Glory of an Admini- 
ſtration; when Thoſe who moſt re- 
vile it, cannot do it without bear- 
ing Teſtimony to it themſelves. It 
is the Glory of an Adminiſtration, 
when the Reproaches, with which 
it is to be loaded, are caſt into Fu- 
ture Iimes; when the bittereſt Ene- 
mies it hath are forced to call in the 
nelp of the moſt fruitful Invention; 
and, for want of preſent Grievances, 
to fill the Minds of Men with the Suſ- 
Picions 
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picions of Evils to come. It is the 
Glory of an Admmuſtration, when, be- 


fore it can be blackned, and made vile, 


the Names, and Natures, and Boun- 
daries of Things, muſt be alter'd 
and remov'd : Laght put for Darkneſs, 
and Darkneſs tor Light : Leoal Fuſtice, 
(though mix d with more Jemper, than 
ever yet was ſeen, in any Nation, 
upon a like Occafion,) treated with 
the Indignity, due only to the Heighth 
of Injuſtice ; the moſt neceſſary Selfs 
Defence reviled as Cruelty ; and a Falſe 
Compaſſion placed in the Seat of Mer- 
cy; the Safety of a Whole Nation, and 
all its Concerns, weighed in the Ba- 
lance againft Trifles ; and even Pope- 
ry it ſelf painted with Truh, and 
Meekneſs, and Love, in its Face, as 
an harnileſs agreeable Thing, worthy 
to be received with the open Arms 


| of Friendſhip, by Thoſe it would 


devour. 


D When 


Heads of their Well-wiſhes, as ſoon 
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When theſe are the Methods of 
attacking an Admmuſtration, it is a 
very happy Sign, that They, who 
make ule of them, have occaſion 
heartily to wiſh it much worſe than 
They find it; and a very ſtrong Ar- 
gument to all Good Subjects, to wiſh 
as heartily, that their Country may 
never know the want of an Admi- 
mſtration, which is not reviled by its 
GreatesF Enemies, unleſs it be in ſuch 
a manner, as to add to its Reputa- 
tion and Honour. | 

What 1s 1t, that an Uneaſy, Thank- 
leſs, Generation of Men would have? 
Blefled be God, The Public Efforts 


of their Malice are once more diffi- 


_ They are conquered in the 


Field. But their Spirits, and their 
Iempers, and their Deſns, do not 
at all appear to be conquer'd : If 


We may judge by their Indefatiga- 


ble Diligence and Art, in filling the 
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as one Deſperate Attempt is over, 
with Hints and Expectations of An- 
other; and from the Unparallel'd 
Inſolence of their Agents and Follow- 
ers, even whilſt They are begging 
and waiting tor Mercy. 

It may be very hard, to find pre- 
ſent and effectual Remedies for fo 
great Evils. But this One Thing, I 
am ſure, is very plain, and very 
proper to be mentioned, that, in 
order entirely and ſucceſsfully to con: 
quer ſuch Eiemies, We mult firſt con- 
quer Our ſelves.------- Did all who 
truly wiſh well to the preſent Eſta- 
bliſhment, unanimouſly purſue the 
ſame Good Ends, there would be no 
ground for Fear. But whilſt the 


Paſſions of Well-meaning Men, up- 


| on every Trifling and Private Oc- 


caſion, join themſelves with the De- 
frens of Thoſe who certainly mean 
our Ruine; it 1s this that ſwells 
the Current, and that feeds the In- 
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ſolence and Expectation of the Com- 
mon Enemy. 

But, to Conclude; If a long Se- 
ries of Experience can make any Na- 
tion wiſe, We, of all Nations in the 
World, have that Advantage. We 
are not only made happy; but made 
happy in thoſe Methods, which can- 
not but teach Us to value our Hap- 
pineſs; whilſt, That which Others 
learn by Reflection and Judgment, 
We have had brought home to Us 
by the Senſe of Fecling, and Eje- 
fight. The Enemies of our Happi- 
neſs themſelves, ought to learn Con- 
viction from All that this Nation hath 
been Witneſs to; and to become 
Friends. And for Thoſe, who are 
truly Friends in the main and eſ- 


ſential Points of our Happineſs; cer- 


tainly 1t 1s Time for all of them to 
think it Wiſdom, to give up even 
their private Schemes, and Notions, 
as well as their private Reſentments
